‘Texas Train Rubbers Make a Haul, 

Daas, Texas, April 21. 
The Texas train robbers have scored 
another signal victory. They cameott 
of their rendezvous in the canyon 
and mountain fa:tnesses of the upper 
Brazos country last night, and when 
the train from San Francisco, on the 
Texas Pacific road, pulled up at Ran- 
ger Station, just west of the canyon 
spur, they took possession. There 
were five robbers--four beardless 


youths, dressed like cowboys, and the 
fifth, the leader, a stalwart man, witb 
the appearance of a desperado, wear- 
ing @ heavy red shirt and a slouched 
hat. None were masked. All were 
armed to the teeth: with Winchester 
rifles and Colt’s improved reyolvers. 
Four of the gang corraled the conduc- 
tur, George Hare, the fireman, en- 
gineer and both brakemen along- 
side the engine, while the red- 
shirted leader bouaded into the ex- 
press*car and commanded the messen- 
ger to throw up his hands, which was 
complied with as the muzzle of a pis- 
tol was presented to his face. The 
colored porter took in the situation, 
and made a dash fur the passenger 
coach and roused three Texas Rangers, 
who had been traveling ov the trains 
several weeks as guards, in anticipa- 
tion of a robbery. When they reached 
the outside the robbers opened fire on 
them, keeping the captive train-men 
as a breastwork. Of course, the 
Rangers returned the fire, but without 
effect, as to do 80 would have killed the 
trainmen. Consequently, none of the 
combatants were hit, but a stray bullet 
struck a telegraph operator who was re- 
treating to his office, making a slight 
mound on fhe back of one of his hands. 
After the leader had robbed the ex- 
press car the gang retired in single file 
making the train men follow between 
them and the Rangers until they were 
out of danger. It was nearly ap hour 
before the train men got back to the 
cars. The robbers did not molest the 
United States mails nor the passen- 
ers, the unexpected presence of the 
ngere spoiled the plot. The ex- 
press car was riddled with bullets. 
The messenger states that the robbers 
secured less than $500. It is gener-

companied the train to Weatherford 
where a pursuing party was sent out, 
but up to this evening no arrests were 
reported. The railroad officials pro- 
fess to know who the robbers are and 
predict their capture. 


Cannon, the Mormon.

The neighborhood 
of the railroad depot isa lively one, 
the agent having about all he can at- 
tend to, in handling the quantities of 
merchandise arriving daily, not only 
for the immediate vicinity, but for re- 
shipment by team to Silver Peak, 
Gold Mountain, Montezuma, Colum- 
bus, Lida and Fish lake valleys.

AN IMMIGRANT TRAIN, | 


The Contents of Four Cars Overhauled 
by a “Gazette” Reporter. 

On the last west-bound immigrant 
train there were 144 adults and 20 
children, all in various stayes and con- 
ditions of uncleanliness, weariness and 
disgust; but they seemed hopeful and 
happy, nevertheless. One car con- 
tained 40 men and eight women, with 
three children, direct from the Azores 
Islands, which they left on the 18th of 
March, bound for California. The 
farmers and laborers among them got 
50 cents per day and “found,” at 
home; mechanics received $1 25 per 
day. There were laborers, farmers, 
shoemakers, boiler-makers, clerks, a 
civil engineer, bakers, machinists, 
cheesemakers and dairymen, a drug- 
gist, butcher, book-'teeper, and a min- 
ister and his family from lowa—going 
to settle in Yolo county. The nation- 
alities of the 144 persons were: Amer- 
icao,German, Portuguese, Italian, Swiss, 
Canadian, French and Irish. There 
were 15 entire families, They will 
distribute themselves in California, 
Oregon and Washington Territory. 
They endeavored to make themselves 
at home on board the cars, and each 
seemed te have some occupation 
for a pastime. Some of the women were 
coeking; others were nursing babies; 
many men obliviously keeled uf in 
their bunks, while yottng fellows were 
sparking girls in the most natural man- 
ner. Some thought the reporter was 
chief of a labor bureau and had 
boarded the train to hire the whole 
band, so they unbosomed themselves 
to him. Ina short time he had gained 
the confidence of Patsy O'Toole, who 
slyly inquired about the poteen busi- 
ness, hinting that he could “so nately 
wurruk the worm of a shtillj” the 
minister was already engaged to chew. 
gospel for hungry sinners; Hans Stie- 
velmacher sought a place as baker, 
while Carl von Hansen expected to be 
engaged in advance as “ fleischmeis- 
ter;” Luigi Caro looks for a position 
as ‘‘laborere per duo piastre il 
giovno,” and Jacques LeMonlino “ fer- 
mier a trente piastres par moirs.” 
In fact they were sturdy, solid-look- 
ing timber for citizenship, ready for 
the first opening that will afford them 
a living, from expounding theology to 
exhorting an impenitent mule on an 
up-grade. Between such immigrants 
and the Chinese there will be an “‘irre- 
pressible conflict.” One or the other 
must go to the wall, for they can never 
amalgamate.

SLICK ENS. 


The Rich Old Piacer Diggings of Mo 
County. 


J.C. McTarnahan, a former member 
of the Nevada Legislature, has for the 
past year been making preparations 
for hydraulicking at Dogtown Gulch, 
in the Old Mono Diggings, where the 
ground, in 1861-2, was very rich in 
places. He left Reno to-day, en route 
to Bridgeport, to commence operations, 
which will be continued until the ice 
and snow of next Winter compel him 
to abandon the work. He has a long 
flume already censtructed, and an un- 
limited supply of water from Green 
Creek is ready to be turned on. Twen- 
ty men will be employed night and 
day upon a bank of gravel 12 to 20 
feet high. The groun is known to be 
good, and there are thousands of acres 
equally valuable in that vicinity. 
There will be ne troubie about “ slick- 
ens,” as the land below the tail-race is 
of an alkali nature, and will be great- 
ly benefited by the sand and sediment 
which may be deposited on it. In 
fact, Mr. McTarnahan has been offered 
a respectable sum if he will divert bis 
tailings upon a certain farm in the 
vicinity. The few small spots over 
which the slickens must necessarily 
flow, unless impounded, and which 
will not be benefitted by them, bave 
been bargained for at a fair price per 
acre, if damaged; .so that everything 
between the farmer end miner has 
been atiiicably artanged prior to com— 
mencing operations. The gold ob- 
tained at Dogtown is very fine, worth 
$18 per ounce, while over the ridge, a 
mile distant, in Old Mono proper, it 
is worth not more than $13. Several
